PLIG H T. 


The Irish M em bers of th e 
Com m ons 
H ave A nother Lively M eeting. 


L o n d o n , December 2d.—The meeting of 
the Irish members of Commons to consider 
the advi3ibility of removing Parnell wa3 
resumed at noon. 
Parnell was the first 
of 
the 
party 
to airive. 
P.eporters 
are excluded. 
About half an hour was occupied in read­ 
ing telegrams from various persons in Ire­ 
land End the United States and the m ani­ 
festo sent by the delegates ol the party now 
in the United States. The reading of the 
dispatches was frequently interrupted by 
cheering. 
J. O K elly asserted that it would be the 
basest ingratitude for the Nationalists to 
abandon Parnell simply because a uumber 
of politicians w ho sought an alliance with 
the Irish party for their own advantage 
now thought fit to abandon the position 
Parnell had taken. 
Adjourned for luncheon. 
The members reassembled at 2 o'clock, 
when Parr.eli moved to adjourn, to enable 
the Nationalists to take part iu the debate 
on the second reading of the land pur­ 
chase bill. No stone will be left unturned 
to postpone indefinitely the decision of the 
party on the question of Parnell's retire 
ment and have the issue of to day aban­ 
doned. 
A sharp controversy took place concern­ 
ing the cable dispatches sent the delegates 
in the United States for the purpose of in­ 
fluencing their action. 
Kenny admitted that he cabled his views 
to the delegates. 
Sexton said the supplementary cable, in 
the party’s name after the conference held 
Friday night, did not accord with the ar­ 
rangements made at the conference. 
John O'Connor declared the business had 
not been conducted fairly. 
He justified 
Parnell’s action in issuing bis manifesto 
and condemned as misleading the dis­ 
patches that were sent to the delegates in 
the United States. 
Campbell described the proceedings of 
Parnell’s opponents as infamous. 
Parnell was appealed to to decide whether 
the expression used by Campbell was or­ 
derly. 
He replied the country would decide as 
to their proceedings. 
Further recriminations were indulged in 
regarding the informal meeting held last 
Saturday. 
Healy described the actions of Parnell s 
friends as obstructive. 
Parnell denounced the remark as inso­ 
lent and im pertinent. This statem ent was 
greeted with cheers by Parnell's friends 
and answered -with cheers of derision bv 
his opponents. 


OTHER CONFERENCES. 
Arnold Morley, Sir George O. Trevelyan, 
Campbell, Bannermann, Sir W illiam Ver­ 
non Harcourt, Earl Granville and Shaw 
Lefsvre assembled at Gladstone’s residence 
this morning and conferred an hour with 
the ex-Premier. 
The meeting of the National League 
branches at Ballylanders sent a dispatch to 
Einncane, declaring he must either sup­ 
port Parnell or resign. 
At Abbeyleix, Queens county, the Board 
of Guardians has resolved to support Par­ 
nell. The Board declared that while rents 
were still too high, the reduction made was 
due to the efforts of Parnell. 
Leamy said the telegrams to America 
from Sexton and others had produced a

W ISD O M ’S BUDGET. 


In te re stin g F in an cial F acts F rom th e 
S ecretary of th e Trzasurj-. 
W ashington, December 2d.—The report 
of Secretary of the Treasury W indom for 
the year ending June 30:h last shows the 
total receipts, $403,880,983; expenditures, 
$397,750 480. 
These sums are exclusive of 
the postal service. The principa! items of 
the receipts are: Customs. $2-9 S68.534; in­ 
ternal revenue, $142 800,7''5; 
profits on 
coinage, bullion deposits, etc.. $10 217.244. 
aud sales of public laud, $0.358 272. The 
principal expenditures were: 
Civil list, 
$92.038.820; pensions, $100.930 855; military 
establishments, river, harbor and arsenals. 
$44,582,83$; naval establishments. $22,000,­ 
208; misoc-lianeous, including public build­ 
ings, lighthouses and collecting revenue. 
$43,563,038; interest on public debt, $36,­ 
099.284. 
The estimates for the present fiscal year 
are: 
Revenues. $406,000.000; expenditures; 
$354.000,000. 
The estima'es for the year 
ending June 30, 1892, are: Revenues, $373,­ 
000,000; expenditures, $357,852.000. 
The Secretary recommends the dividing 
of the pension agencies into three groups, 
each making payments quarterly at differ­ 
ent periods, so that payments shall be 
made from the Trea’-ury each month, 11 
avoid the accumulation t f pension fuDds. 
He recommends the increase of the perm a­ 
nent appropriations for the expense of col­ 
lecting customs revenue, the payment ot 
fixed salaries for colleeiiDg customs, the 
consolidation of customs districts, 
the 
abolishment of oaths to monthly accounts 
by customs employes, the repeal of the 
laws requiring bonds to be given by indi­ 
vidual importers upon the entryof m er­ 
chandise for warehouse, and the revision 
and codification of customs laws. 
The uet increase in circulation Octobpr 
1, 1890, ovtr October 1, 1880, was $470,039,­ 
000. of which $125,019,000 was gold coin. 
39,218.000 silver dollars, $150,625.000 gold 
certificates, and $207,118,000 silver certifi­ 
cates. 
The coinage during the year was the 
largest in the bistory of the country, 
am ounting to $60.254,436. The mines of 
the United States yielded during 1889 $32,- 
800,000ingoldand$04,040OOOin silver. The 
estimated stock of gold and siiver in the 
United States November 1st last was $1,­ 
180,236,600. 
The Secretary recommends the repeal of 
the Act of May 20, 1832, authorizing the 
exchange of gold bars for gold coin at the 
Mints and at the Assay Office at New York, 
on the ground that it has facilitated the 
removal of goid from this country, or that 
the Act be modified to make the exchange 
discretionary with the Treasury Depart­ 
ment and allow a charge equal to the cost 
of manufacturing bars when intended for 
export. 
Legislation is also recommended looking 
to the recoinage of Ihe subsidiary silver 
coins in the Treasury, much of which are 
uncurrent. 
Referring to the steady falling off in the 
value of merchandise carried in American 
vessels, the Secretary recommends various 
and efficient measures in behalf of our 
rapidly vanishing foreign merchant marine. 
He renews his recommendations in the re­ 
port of last year for legislation to I hat end. 
The Secretary recommends the adoption 
of the metric system at the Custom-houses, 
beginning January 1,1895. 
Further legislation is recommended to 
prevent the immigration to this country of 
persons unfit for citizenship, including evi­ 
dence of character before our consular offi­ 
cers abrtad. This he considers necessary, 
because of the increased undesirable char- 
ac er of immigration arising from cheap 
steamer fares. 
He also says: 
“ The De­ 
partm ent has not relaxed its efforts to se­ 
cure the strict enforcement of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act. Organized attempts have 
been made by Chinese laborers to force 
their way into the United States by the 
way of Mexico, British Columbia and 
Canada, but these attempts have been effi­ 
ciently met and unlawful immigration not 
only checked, but in most instances wholly 
arrested." 
He says the policy of returning 
Chinese to their own country wiil be con­ 
tinued if sufficient appropriation is made. 
The Secretary urges legislation creating 
new ports of delivery in Alaska. 
He re­ 
fers briefly to the lease of the seal islands 
and the successful operation of civil service 
in the Department.

RIVES IMPROVEMENT. 


A C orrespondent a t N icolaus M akes Some 
Suggestions T h ereo n . 
Eds. R ecord-Union : 
W ith your per­ 
mission. I would like to call the attention 
of the State River Commission and the 
Government Engineers having charge of 
the California navigable rivers to a danger 
of a very serious nature, and one that 
should have the immediate attention of the 
party in a position to act, as there is no 
time to be lost. 
The point of danger is on the Feather 
r'ver, a short distance above Nelson Point. 
On the east side tbe bank has about ali 
caved away, there being a depression in 
the iand at this point, making its outlet 
into the tule basin, so that the first high 
water that comes the little shell that re­ 
mains will wash away, when the entire 
volume of the river would put out at this 
poiut, and down the American river basin, 
and then, joined by the American river, 
create a cross current ab ve the city and 
through the levee on the Y’olo side above 
the town of W ashington, and be more 
disastrous in its consequences than the 
Paine break. 
How this point has been overloukcd is 
more than I can tell. The landowners 
have done some little patchwork at this 
place, which is of very little consequer.ee 
in averting the danger. The river making 
out at this point would mean the filling up 
of the remainder of the river to its junction 
with the Sacramento, as the Nelson Point 
break last winter has fully demonstrated. 
I believeja cut-off here to be the proper 
solution of the problem at this point, as 
there is a very bad bend in the river 
there. It is to be hoped that the Govern­ 
ment Engineers will yet inspect the river 
there, and if they find this danger, as I 
think it is, that they will include it in their 
report to the present Congress.

PENSION APPROPRIATION BILL. 


It W ill be the First Reported at the 
Present Session. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 2d. — The first 
bill to be reported this session is the pen­ 
sion appropriation bill, which Represent­ 
ative Morrow yesterday presented in the 
House. The bill, which was referred to a 
Committee of the W hole, carries an ap­ 
propriation of $135,099 785.

In view of the feeling on the subject of 
pensions, it may be confidently predicted 
that the bill introduced yesterday by Rep­ 
resentative Pickier will sleep in the commit­ 
tee's pigeon hole. Mr. Pickier proposes 
that no person now on the pension rolls 
or who may be placed upon them shall re­ 
ceive less than |69 per month.

A New Y ork E ep o rte r B rings a R ogue to 
Ju stic e . 
New Y 'ork. December 2d.—Perrin H. 
Sumner, a Broadway real estate speculator, 
who gained considerable notoriety in con­ 
nection with the mysterious suicide of a 
man who registered at the Getty House, at 
Y’onkers, as “George Sm ith,” was arrested 
to-day and charged with forgery*. 
The prisoner identified the suicide as his 
friend James H. Edgar, a wealthy Engli-a 
chemist. The police, after thoroughly in ­ 
vestigating the matter at the time, came to 
the conclusion th«t it was a scheme to de­ 
fraud some life insurance company, and, 
satisfied that they had thwarted it, dropped 
the matter. 
A reporter named George H. Phoebus, 
however, kept at work on the mystery, and, 
as a result of his investigation, Sumner 
was to-day arrested. 
It seems that Edgar owned property 
worth $300,000. Sumner, after the suicide, 
made a proposition to a lawyer named 
Turner to draw up a will of which Sumner 
was to be executor, and to receive ten per . 
cent, of tbe fortune. 
The lawyer rejected j 
tbe proposition, but afterwards, upon the 
solicitation of reporter Phoebus, introduced 
the latter to Sumner. 
The will was drawn up by Turner, Phoe­ 
bus personating Edgar. 
It was in 
the 
siguing of the will that Sumner committed 
the forgery. 
Nothing can be found of Edgar, but it is 
quite positive he was not the man who sui- " 
cided in Y’onkers. W ho that mysterious 
person was is not yet learned. 
The suspicion is that Edgar is a fugitive 
from justice from England, and the poiice 
surmise he wa3 in the dark concerning the 
bogus will, and that Sumner, who was will­ 
ing to resort to forgery, ultim ately intended 
murder. Sumner, at the time of the sui­ 
cide, told about Edgar’s nephew, who bad 
given him the information about his uncle.

Shenton attempted to jump from his 
wagon, when a second shot was fired, 
taking effect in his back. 
He fell to the 
ground, and the murderous Mongui de­ 
liberately fired two more shots, none of 
them taking effect. 
The Chinaman then ran to the Berry 
honse and gave his pistol to Mr. Berry, 
telling him what he had done. Berry took 
the Chinaman into custody and delivered 
him to the Sheriff. Shtntou was conveyed 
to his hom e, and on examination was 
fouDd to have been shot in the left side, 
the bullet lodging 
in his spine. 
His 
lower limbs are paralyzed and his recovery 
is doubtful. 
Ah Lee ¡3 spoken of by those who em ­ 
ployed him as a very quiet Chinaman. 
He has been a teacher in ths Chinese 
Mission School here. Among the working 
class who have had anything to do with 
him, he is known as quarrelsome and 
vicious. 
He has repeatedly shown his re­ 
volver lo persons working around him in 
a threatening m anner. 


DRO W N ED IN FU G ET SOUND. 


Sad D eath o f a Union l’acilic Surveylug

S e a ttle (W ash.). December 2J.—W. R. 
Lehman, an engineer in charge of a Union 
Pacific surveying party, was drowned by 
tbe capsizing of a sail boat in the sound, 
off Pulley Point, a few miies above this 
city, yesterday.

CALIFORNIA IN THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


The managers of the World’s Fair lor 
3893 at Chicago have divided the exposi­ 
tion into fifteen grand divisions. 
Each di­ 
vision is to be a department with an inde­ 
pendent Superintendent and corps of offi­ 
cers, and as we understand the order, ex­ 
hibits are to be classified by the titles of 
and shown in the several departments, to 
wit: 
A—A griculture, food and food products, farm 
ing m achinery and appliances. 
B—V iticulture, horticulture, and floriculture. 
C— Live sto ck-dom estic and wild anim als. 
D—Fish, fisheries, fish products, aud appara­ 
tus of fishing. 
E—Mines, m ining, and m etallurgy. 
F —M achinery. 
G—Transportation 
exhibits—railways, 
ves­ 
sels, vehicles. 
H —M anufactures. 
J —Electricity p.nd electrical appliances. 
K—Fine arts—pictorial, plastic, aud decora­ 
tive. 
L—Liberal arts, education, engineering, pub­ 
lic work, architecture, music, aud the dram a. 


and incident to that named, is to deter­ 
mine if ever the waters of the Caribbean 
Sea swept over the Isthmus and into the 
Pacific. 
The comparisons of the results of 
the dredging now to be made, and the 
well-known physical conditions of the bot­ 
tom of the Caribbean, will enable this to 
be done with at least comparative accuracy. 
But of what value will the fact be if it is 
determined affirmatively ? It will estab­ 
lish Dr. Croll’s theory, that at one time 
the equatorial current was diverted so 
far 
southward 
that the gulf stream 
was unknown, and Europe, for this and 
other reasons, was buried under glacial ice- 
That, if a truth, will throw new light upon 
geological and other questions involving 
age of earth formations that scientists will 
deem of the highest value. 


I n Bismarck’s scheme for remaking the 
map of Europe, be included the annexa­ 
tion of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg. 
Now that is severed from the rule of Hol­ 
land the question is debated whether Em­ 
peror William • will carry out the Bis­ 
marck idea. He has hut to suggest it and 
it is done, despite the objections of Eng­ 
land and France, for Duke Adolph is 
kmjwn to be not averse. Originally, Bis­ 
marck’s plan was to absorb the whole of 
Holland into the German Empire, but for 
many reasons that will not be now under­ 
taken. Luxemburg, however, is pretty 
certain to fall to Germany. 


T iie R e c o r d - U n io n will he the last 
paper in the world to detract from the 
credit due to any contemporary for mani­ 
festation of enterprising spirit.

I t is manifest that Parnell must step 
down from the leadership of the Irish 
Home Rule party.

California will simply be 
lost in the other departments. 
What this 
State wants is a collective exhibit, and 
that, too, in a building provided by the 
State, or for it, and that attention will be 
drawn to the State and its climatic and 
productive claims which we so much de­ 
sire, and the spirit of inquiry among 
homeseekers will be awakened which we 
are constantly endeavoring to arouse and 
intensify. 
If we adhere to the demand for a dis­ 
tinct exhibition it will, unquestionably, be 
conceded. When it is known that Cali­ 
fornia is to make a State exhibition our 
own people will lie spurred to greater and 
better exertion. 
State pride will quicken 
them, and the local spirit will animate 
them to not-only make the exhibition not­ 
able and prominent in the great fair, but 
to make it the first among the distinctive 
features of the exposition. 
Thus the fair 
itself will be enhanced in value and at­ 
tractiveness. 


“CHANGING FRONT.' 


The San Francisco Call, under the above 
caption, says ; “The Sacramento R e c o r d - 


U n io n lias, since the election, shown a 
disposition to get on '.he free trade side of 
the tarifi question.” It then proceeds to 
argue that the R e c o rd - U n io n does not 
reflect Republican party sentiment. 
This commentary is either an evidence 
of intolerance or misapprehension. The 
Call evidently is unable to distinguish be­ 
tween what we term reciprocity and free 
trade. 
The Rec0RD -U N IO N 's “disposi­ 
tion” has been expressed in no unmistaka­ 
ble terms. It is for reciprocity, limited 
by agreement and extended in all quar­ 
ters where advantageous to us, upon pre­ 
cisely the line laid down by Secretary of 
State Blaine for reciprocal relations with 
the Latin States of the Southern Conti­ 
nent, and much broadened hv President 
Harrison in his recent message. 
It is no fault of the R e c o r d - U n io n ’s 
that its amiable 
contemporary cannot 
comprehend plainly expressed 
thought 
upon a practical and entirely understand­ 
able subject. The political faith of the 
R je c o rd -U n io n is as broad as the national 
weal, and if party is narrower than that in 
any policy, the R e c o r d - U n io n never has 
failed, and never will, to rebuke party, 
whether it be the party of its choice or 
any other. 
It is the independence of the independ­ 
ent American press, its freedom from party 
cow, and whip and spur, that guarantees to 
the people the discussion of the truth freed 
from bigotry, intolerance or the twist of 
party bias. 
If our esteemed contemporary, which in 
recent years the R e c o rd -L ’n io n has had 
occasion so often to commend for its pas­ 
sage into the realm of opinions and out of 
theshadowsof the non-committal,will study 
the reciprocity question a bit, it will dis­ 
cover that reciprocity is not only not free- 
trade doctrine, but is the best of protective 
policies. It will, perhaps, discover that the 
very emphatic reason why Harper's Weekly, 
the New York Evening Post, the Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal, the New York Times 
and simiiar high priests of free trade doc­ 
trine sneer at and condemn the reciprocity 
policy now under debate, is because it is 
not the synonym for free trade.

IN TIIE SENATE. 
Washington, December 2d.—In the Senate 
to d ay, among the various com m unications and 
petitions presented aud referred, were num er­ 
ous petitions lor the am endm ent of the tariff 
bill, providing for a rebate on m anufactured 
tobacco. 
The annual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury was presented; also a petition from 
Nebraska for the disarm am ent of the Sioux 
Indians, and suggesting they be deprived of 
their horses and furnished w ith oxen. 
A num ber of bills were introduced and re­ 
ferred, among them one by Daniels, to allow a 
rebate 011 tobacco and snufl held in stock Janu­ 
ary 1 ,1891. 
Manderson offered a resolution (sgreed to) 
calling on the Secretary of War for inform ation 
as to the steps being taken ior the disarm am ent 
of the Indians on tbe reservations in Nebraska 
and South and North Dakota. 
Mitchell offered a resolution (agreed to) in ­ 
structing the Committee on Foreign Relations 
to inquire into the advisability o! the passage 
oi a law authorizing a survey for a trans­ 
pacific subm arine cable from some point on the 
Pacific Coast to the Hawaiian Islands; theneo 
by Samoa and New Zealand to Australia, and 
to encourage the form a. ion of a com pany for 
the purpose. 
Tne Senate bill for the donation to Cballam 
county, State of W ashington, for public build­ 
ings. the proceeds of the sale of certain public 
lands, was passed. 
Hoar moved to proceed w ith the considera­ 
tion of the election bill. Agreed to by a strict 
party vo.e-41 to 39. The clerk began reading 
the bill and continued till 2 p. 31., when unfin­ 
ished business becam e the order. 
Hoar moved to proceed w ith consideration of 
the election law. 
Gorman rose to argue against th at motion. 
The point of order was made by Hoar that the 
motion was not debatable. 
The presiding oflicer (Hale) decided in sup­ 
port o f the point oi order, but said he would 
subm it ihe question to the determ ination of tbe 
senate. A iter a prolonged debate the Senate 
decided, by a strictly party vote, to proceed 
w ith considcralion of the election bill. 
A point was raised about the displacem ent of 
the eight hour-Iaw bill by the election m eas­ 
ure, and a lengthy discussion on parliam entary 
points resulted. 
Finally it was agreed again by a strict party 
vote to proceed with the election bill. Blair 
giving notice that be would, at the earliest op­ 
portunity, subject to the eiection.bill, move that 
the Senate proceed to the consideration of the 
labor bill, just displaced. 
The clerk resumed the reading of the election 
bill, and w hen it was finished the Senate ad ­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, December 2d —In the House to­ 
day, H arm er of Pennsylvania presented a pe 
tition in favor of an am endm ent to the Mc­ 
Kinley bill, allowing a rebate on broken pack­ 
ages, smoking tobacco and snuff. Referred. 
The Speaker laid before the House the Senate 
bill referring to the Court of Claims the clnim 
of the Chesapeake Fem ale College for property- 
destroyed during the war. 
In the discussion, W heeler of Alabam a, tak­ 
ing advantage of recognition, proceeded to 
argue that the omission of Section 89 of the 
tariff bill from the enrolled copy rendered the 
entire bill a nullity. 
The bill was passed, yeas 121, nays 88. 
The Committee on Patents callea up the copy­ 
right bill. The Speaker recognized Simmons to 
move an am endm ent providing the Act sha: I ~o 
iritO effect Jih u á ry I, 1891. N onvithstandiug 
the effort of K err of Iow a to secure recognition 
for a m otion to adjourn. Simmons dem anded 
the previous question on the bill and am end­ 
m ent. Keer moved adjournm ent. Lost—yeas 
82, nayes 132. The question turned on dem and 
for the previous q u : stion. 
H opkins of Illinois moved to lay it on the 
table. 
Spinola of New York m ade the point oi order 
th at the motion waa dilatory. 
The Speaker overruled the poiut and enter- 
taiued the motion. 
The question recurred on the dem and for the 
previous question on the copyright bill, pending 
which a motion by Hopkins to lay the bill on 
the table was lost. 
The motion to adjourn having been voted 
down, the previous question was ordered. 
The House then adjourned, leaviug the bill as 
unfinished business. 
Tbe proposition of the bill is to perm it for­ 
eigners to take American copyrights on the 
same basis as American citizens, in three cases : 
First, wheu the nation of the foreigner perm its 
copyrights to American citizens on substantially 
the same basis as itsow n citizens: second, when 
the nation of the foreigner gives Am erican cit­ 
izens copyright privileges sim ilar to those pro­ 
vided for in this bill: and third, when the na­ 
tion of the foreigner is a party to an in ­ 
ternational agreem ent providing for reciprocity 
in copyrights, by the term s ol which agreem ent 
the L nited States can become a party thereto at 
its pleasure. All books copyrighted under the 
proposed Act shall be printed from type set 
w ithin the United States or from plates made 
therefrom .___________ _

MARYSVILLE AHD LOS ARGUES. 


THE CITRUS FAIRS WILL EE TTFT.n 
IN THOSE CITIES. 


Ban Diego E vidently D id N ot W ant the 
Southern F a ir—M arysville Hag no 
O pposition W hatever. 


The State Board of Agriculture met yes­ 
terday afternoon at the new Pavilion for 
the purpose of locating the Northern and 
Southern Citrus Fairs for the winter. Presi­ 
dent Green occupied the chair, and when 
Secretary Edwin F. Smith called the roll 
Directors LaRue, Hancock, Cox, Singletary, 
Carr, DeLong and Chase responded. 
There were also present Norman Ride­ 
out, G. W. Harney, James O’Brien, Jr., 
and James T. Bogue (the Northern Citrus 
Fair Executive Committee), W. A. Lawson 
of the Marysville Appeal, E B. Price of the 
Oroville Mcrcurt), Hon. D. A. Ostrom. Sen­ 
ator F. H. Greely, N. D. Rideout, Mr. 
Weils of Los Angeles, and several others. 
As the Los Angeles delegation was 
anxious to get away the matter of the 
Southern California Citrus Fair was taken 
up first. 
Secretary Smith read a communication, 
embodying a report of a mass meet­ 
ing recently held in the South, at which 
the San Bernardino, Los Angeles, River­ 
side, Orange, Ventura, Santa Barbara and, 
in fact, all of the Southern citrus fruit 
sections were represented. At this mass 
meeting L03 ADgeles was unanimously 
agreed upon S3 the proper placa for hold­ 
ing the fair this winter. It wa3 also agreed 
that from March 2d to March Id:h would 
he the most suitable time. The citizens of 
Los Angeles guaranteed to pay all expenses 
if the fair were held in their city, would 
provide special railroad rates and excur­ 
sions from the northern part of the State 
would be especially well cared for. 
A communication was read from Director 
Gird stating that although he could not at­ 
tend the meeting of the Board his 
sympathies were decidedly in favor of Los 
Angeles. 
Director LaRue said that while he be­ 
lieved that Los Angeles was the best place 
for the fair, he was under the impression 
that when the fair was located at Los An­ 
geles last year the Board at that time prom­ 
ised to favor San Diego this year. 
There were no representatives present 
from San Diego, however, no communica­ 
tion bad been received, and nothiDg to in­ 
dicate that the San Diegans wanted the 
fair. This was all pointed out to Mr. La­ 
Rue by several cf those present, but he 
claimed that San Diego ought to have a 
hearing. 
Director Hancock finally moved that the 
fair be held at Los Angeles, and Mr. Chase 
Beconded the motion. 
A vote was about to be taken, when Di­ 
rector Shippee put in an appearance, and 
matters had to be explained to him. He 
promptly put in an objec.ion to giving the 
fair to Los Angeles, on the same grounds 
as advanced by Mr. LaRue. 
Mr. Cox agreed with the two gentlemen 
that San Diego had been promised the fair, 
but still he thought that if the people of 
that city wanted it they would have noti­ 
fied the Board in some way. Under the cir­ 
cumstances, Mr. Cox said he would vote 
for Los Angeles. 
There was a lengthy discussion on the 
subject, but Messrs Shippee and LaRue 
were finally convinced that San Diego 
had been sufficiently notified and informed 
as to what was going on, and they agreed to 
vote for Los Angeles. 
The vote for Los Angeles was then unan­ 
imous. 
Mr. W ei's of Los Angeles thanked the 
Board in a brief speech. He stated that 
Los Angeles would do justice to the honor 
conferred upon it. He promised also that Los 
Angeles people would guarantee that after 
this fair theie would be none of the hard 
feelings and sore spots that characterized 
the atlair last. Last year one of the State 
Directors [Mr. Hancock] had been dene a 
great injustice, unwittingly and through 
misinformation. The Southern people, he 
said, hoped now to undo that, by asking 
that Mi. Hancock be appointed a 3oue of the 
managers of the southern fair. In conclu­ 
sion, Mr. Wells extended an invitation to 
the citrus-growers of the north to place an 
exhibit in the southern fair. 
The matter of locating the northern cit­ 
rus fair was disposed of very quickly in fa­ 
vor of Marysville. There wis no opposi­ 
tion whatever to the proposition to hold 
the fair in that city, and it slid through 
wi.h tbe celerity of the prjverbial greased 
Pig-Elitor Lawson, of the Appeal, made a 
few remarks previous to the vote being 
taken, saying that an organization had been 
completed for taking charge of the fair, 
sufficient funds had been subscribed by the 
people of Yuba and Sutter counties, ample 
accommodations for visitors provided, and, 
with the excellent railroad facilities, every­ 
thing indicated that the affair would be an 
immense success. 
Afrer Marysville had been decided upon, 
Mr. Lawson thanked the Board. He also 
thanked Mr. Wells, on behalf of the peo­ 
ple of the north, for the invitation to ex­ 
hibit in Los Angeles, but explained that it 
was hardly possible for the northern grow­ 
ers to accept the invitation, owing to the 
early ripening of the northern citrus fruits. 
By March, when the southern fair opened, 
the northern citrus crop would be ex­ 
hausted. Mr. Lawson added, however, 
that the people of the north would be ex­ 
ceedingly happy to make room for an ex­ 
hibit from the south. 
1'irectors Gird and Carr were appointed 
to superintend the southern fair, and Di­ 
rectors Hancock and Boggs the one at 
Marysville. The sum of $2,500 was appro­ 
priated for each fair. 


A BOOM-ERANG. 
E xperiences of u Sacram entan in Search 
of a F ortune. 
An action has been instituted in the Su­ 
perior Court by A. Meisier, through S. C. 
Denson, his attorney, to recover the sutu of 
$2,000 in the way of damages, costs of suit, 
etc., from the Suiter City Improvement 
Company and A.Gsrdemeyer, its manager. 
As a ground for complaint, the plaintiff 
avers that the defendant contrived and pro­ 
mulgated a scheme for the sale of a large 
number of lots iu the town of Sutter City, 
Sutter county; that in order to induce per­ 
sons to buy defendants gave out that they 
wouid distribute the lots by means of a 
drawing, to take place among the pur­ 
chasers after the lots bad been disposed o f; 
tba* valuable buildiDgs were to be con­ 
structed upon some of the lets—among 
them a bank building to cost $10,000. 
This glittering bait tempted the plaintiff, 
even as the serpeut tempted Eve, his an­ 
cient relative, ami he went for the prizes. 
He says he paid $300 per share, and that 
when the drawing or distribution came off 
he was entitled to receive a good and suffi­ 
cient deed to the bank building and lot. 
but he discovered, after the deed had been 
made, that defendants' title to the property 
was not clear, David Salfield and Herman 
Kohioerg having a mechanic's lien thereon 
and Gardemeyer having given a mortgage 
ou tbe property to the Sutter Land Im ­ 
provement and Reclamation Company for 
$2.853 50. 
Then biB troubles began in earnest. Be­ 
side the original money invested, he had to 
pay $400 to Salfield and Kohlberg in order 
to satisfy their claim, $1,500 to the improve­ 
ment company to cancel its mortgage, and 
$100 more to complete the bank building. 
He alleges that the money he paid in orig­ 
inally was divided by the defendants be­ 
tween themselves, wherefore he warns 
damages in the sum named.

IT CAME TOO LATE. 
T be suprem e Court D ism isses an A ppeal 
in a R utte County Case. 
A 3upreme Court opinion was filed yes­ 
terday in Clerk J. Í). Spencer's office, in 
this city, in the case of Crew (appellant) 
vs. Diller et a!. This is a Butte county 
case, and a motion to dismiss an appeal 
from a judgment and an appeal from an 
order denying a new trial. The judgment 
was entered in December, 1887, and the or­ 
der was made in September, 1889. The 
notice of appeal was filed in October, 1889, 
and was served the next day. The under­ 
taking recited the appeal from the judg­ 
ment, and was conditioned to pay the dam ­ 
ages on the appeal, but made no mention 
of tbe appeal from the order. Iu May, 
1890, the plaintiff presented a new under­ 
taking, sufficient in form, to one of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, and it was 
approved by him and filed. The Supreme 
Court says: 
“The appeal from the judgment was too 
late. The appeal from the order was not 
perfected. The counsel for the plaintiff 
say that this case should be overruled, bu 
we think that it is in accord with tbe stat­ 
ute and in the line of previous decisions. 
We therefore advise that the attempted ap­ 
peals be dismissed.’’

Only one bid was received by the State 
Agricultural Society yesterday for the lease 
of Agricultural Park and privileges for 
the next two years. This was the bid of 
Willard Gardner, the present lessee, and 
the amount he offered was $3 500 a year, 
which is $040 less than he paid for the last 
two years. 
The Directors rejected the bid. and ap­ 
pointed a committee, consisting of Directors 
LaRue, Shippee and Hancock, to lease tbe 
nark, the understanding being that it should 
not be let less than was received for the 
past two years. 
Subsequently the committee met Gard­ 
ner, and the lease was effected. 
R ebate on Personal P roperty Taxes. 
Couuty Treasurer Huntoon gives notice 
that ail persons who paid taxes to the 
Assessor this year on persona! property, at 
last year's tax rate, are entitled to a rebate 
of fifteen cents on each $100. This money 
can be had by calling on the Treasurer. 
Under the law the Assessor collects the 
taxes on personal property 'where the 
owner has no real estate) at the time he 
assesses the property. As such collections 
are made before the tax levy is fixed, they 
are based on tbe rate of the preceding year.

The second biennial State Convention of 
the County School Superintendents con­ 
vened yesterday morning in the Supreme 
Court room, in the State Capitol, for the 
purpose of revising the school iaw. These 
revisions are to be submitted to the Legis- 
islature for its action. There were about 
100 Superintendents present. 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion Hoitt called the assemblage to order 
and submitted the following recommenda­ 
tions : 
That applicants for State diplomas be exam­ 
ined by the State Boatd of Education. 
That regular Institute conductors be appoint­ 
ed by the átate Board of Education, ana paid 
by the átate, and that County Superintendents 
be required to confer with the Superintendent 1 
of Public Instruction concerning the time of ■ 
holding the various County Iustit .tes. 
Tuat architects’ plans and specifications for I 
school-hnusee, costing for construction ftom 
5300 to $20,000. be prepared and copyrighted for 
the school districts of the átate. 
That the annual report of the State Board of 
Horticulture he required, by law. to he placed 
iu every public school libraty in the State. 
That the granting of teachers'certificates be 
based upon a uuiiorm standard of qualifica­ 
tions and controlled by a central authority, aud 
when certificates are so issued they shall be 
valid iu any part cf the State 
That at ¡east three years of the experience re­ 
quired for a State educational or life diploma , 
must he obtained in California.

Two Persons Sentenced for H a rd e r 
Given T heir Freedom . 
The Governor granted a pardon yester­ 
day to Dennis O'Neil, convicted in San 
Francisco in November, 1883, of murder in 
tbe second degree, and sentenced to twenty 
years' imprisonment. The Executive says: 
“ O'Neil was convicted on the testimony 
of his son, a .ad of 12 years of age, who 
was the only person prc-sent at tbe time of 
the trouble au-.l the only witness produced 
at the trial. At the time he gave his testi­ 
mony he had never been instructed as to 
the sanctity of an oath and was in realitv 
in perfect ignorance of the effect his story 
would have when told in Court. He had 
been under the influence of his father's 
enemies and was instructed to state in his 
iestimonv that his father struck the de­ 
c ased, who wjs his (the petitioner's) wife, 
with a lighted lam p; that the la up ex­ 
ploded, set fire to her clothing an! the in­ 
juries thus received resulted in her dea'h. 
“ Since the trial and conviction, that is to 
say, on the 7th day of February, 1889, six 
years later, this son makes ailidavit to the 
effect that on the trial the story he told was 
false; that he had be n instructed to make 
a false statement and that he did not tfieu 
understand what would be the unhappy re­ 
sult of his testimony. He now affirms 
that his father did not strike the deceased 
with the lamp, but the lamp accidentally 
exploded and as soon as his father saw that 
the clothing of the deceased was on fire, he 
gathered up s- me bad clothes lyiDg near at 
hand and endeavored to extinguish the 
flames. 
“I am of the opinion that the story of 
the boy of 18 is more worthy of belief than 
that of the boy of 12, especially as the lat­ 
ter had besn unduly influenced to his 
father’s prejudice. O'Neil’s release is re­ 
quested by J. D. Sullivan, ex District At­ 
torney. who prosecuted the case; L. and E. 
Emanuel, his former employers, who cer­ 
tify 10 his excellent character prior to his 
trouble; Franklin P. Bull, R. H. Ricketts, 
J. N. E. Wilson, A. J. Rhodes, Abner Doble 
and many other citizens of San Francisco.” 
h. g allagher's ceime. 
The Governor also pardoned from the 
State Prison H. Gallagher, who was con­ 
victed of .murder iu the first degree in 
Placer county in February, 1880, and sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment. The reasons 
given are as follows : 
“Gallagher’s crime was the resnlt of a 
contest over a piece of Government land. 
He had taken up a homestead and had 
been living on it for some time, when one 
Theodore Wilson put in an appearance 
and claimed the land, avering that Galla­ 
gher had not properly filed ut>.u it. Gal­ 
lagher refused to vacate and iu the course 
of time Wilson grew abusive and on divere 
occasions threateud Gallagher’s life. The 
latter claims that the killing was done in 
defense of his life and property, and only 
when he was driven lo extremes by tbe 
Conduct of Wilson. 
“This statemént is vouched fur and in­ 
dorsed by hundreds of the citizens of 
Placer county, who claim that Gallagher’s 
crime in its worst aspect could not be re­ 
garded as greater than manslaughter, and 
that the imprisonment he has already suf- 
f -red is a sufficient vindication of the law. 
Ilis reputation pri 1 to this trouble was 
that of a peaceful, layr-abiding and .re­ 
spected cit zen. The time he has been im ­ 
p* soned—ten years, including credits 
earned—1 consider ample punishment, and 
I think him entitled to his liberty.’

THE 01D BOARD TAKES A STRAW VOTE 
ON CHAIRMAN.

CHANGED DAILY. 


A D ull aud U neventful D ay’s Session» 
w ith No A ttem pts a t O rato ri­ 
cal D isplay. 


Matters were very quiet at yesterday’s 
session of the Board of Supervisors. Mr. 
Tebbets did not get around very early, and 
none of the other members seemed to be in 
a speech-making mood 
A Road Overseer dropped in now and 
then to file a report or a claim, and the 
proceedings dragged slowly along until A. 
8. Philips’ resignation as Ponndmaster in 
Galt Township was reached. 
Mr. Greer moved that the resignation be 
accepted, but this was stoutly opposed by 
Messrs. Ro38 and Bates. The latter did 
not want to see the important office of 
Ponndmaster left vacant while the Board 
was voting for some one to fill the vacancy. 
But he did not explain how Philips’ suc­ 
cessor could be elected until there was a 
vacancy. 
Chairman Ross’ opposition was based on 
higher ground. He thought that when a 
man asked for and accepied such an ex­ 
alted aud important office he should he 
made to serve out his term. Competent 
men could not always be found. 
Mr. Black said nothiDg, but voted with 
Mr. Greer, while Mr. Ross aud Mr. Bates 
voted iu the negative on Greer's motion, 
which was lost by a tie vo e. 
At the afternoon session Henry Coleman 
presented a claim for $5t for gravel fur­ 
nished by him for improving the road that 
ruDs from the Freeport road around the 
low er end of the "Pocket.” 
Toe question then arose as to whether 
the mouey should be paid from the gen­ 
eral road fund or the fund of the district. 
Mr. Greer thought the money should be 
paid from the general fund aDd Mr. Bates 
just as stouily opposed it. He was willing 
that Mr. Coleman should have his money, 
but wanted it paid out of the district fund, 
if possible. 
Finally it was decided to lay the matter 
ever until to-day, when it will be allowed. 
In the absence of any more pressing bus­ 
iness, Mr. Tebbets suggested that tbe Board 
take the bull by the horns and go on aud 
elect a Chairman for the new Board. 
Nomina’ions were (informally) opened 
and the Clerk called the roll. 
Teb’aets voted for Bates. Black voted for 
Greer, Bates voted for Ross, Greer voted 
for Ross and Ross voted for Greer. (No 
choice ) 
On the second ballot there was some flop­ 
ping about. Black voted for himself, Greer 
vo‘.ed_ for himself, Ross voted for Black 
and Tebbets voted for Bates. Still no 
choice. 
After several more ballots were taken, 
Tebbets voted for Bates, Black for Black, 
Bates for Ross, Greer for Greer and 
Ross for Black. Mr. Greer changed his 
vote from himself to Black, aud the latter 
declared himself elected. 
Mr. Greer, who was a member of the 
committee that managed the county exhibit 
at the Slate Fair this year, staled that the 
committee was not yet prepared to file a 
report, not having been able to settle up 
its business as yet. 
The county appropriation of $300 was a 
matter of record, and it was only proper 
that the committee’s report should be 
placed on record. The committee was la­ 
boring assiduously to settle its business and 
complete the distribution of the premium 
money among the exhibitors. As soon as 
it couid do so the report ol its work would 
be filed with the Board. After the bills 
are ail paid, his pian was to place any sur­ 
plus there might be in a fund for next 
year s exhibit, but the committee had not 
yet taken any action in the matter. 
The Board then took a recess until this 
morning at 10 o'clock. 
FREE LIBRARY. 


F u rth e r A rrangem ents Com pleted by the 
E xecutive C om m ittee. 
The Executive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Inaugural Ball Committee held an ad­ 
journed meeting at the Golden Eagle Hotel 
lest evening, Chairman Steffens presiding. 
W. D. Knights acted as Secretary. The 
Chair announced that subscription lists 
had been sent to San Francisco, Los Ange­ 
les and other places, and that assurances 
had been received of a liberal attendance 
from abroad. 
J. O. Coleman moved that the first sub­ 
scriptions received shall be those of the 
eighteen members of the Executive Com­ 
mittee. 
The motion was carried, and 
those present signed the subscription list 
snd paid th’eir money. 
The question was then brought up as to 
what privileges would attach to each ticket 
in the way of admissions, and discussed at 
some length.; 
Mr. Coleman suggested that each ticket 
should admit one' gentleman and iady, 
with $2 for each additional lady. 
\V. S. Leake thought there should be no 
extra charge for a gentleman taking two 
ladies. Ten dollars was a good round 
price for a ticket, and many gentlemen of 
moderate means would feel it a hardship 
to have to pay extra for more than one 
lady.

W ashington, December 2 d .— General 
Miles, in an interview to day on the Indian 
trouble, said that he believes danger is im. 
m inent. 
‘■The seriousness of the situation.-’ he 
said, ‘’has not been exaggerated. The dis­ 
affection is more widespread than for years 
The conspiracy extends to the different 
tribes that heretofore have not been hostile 
but are now in full svm pathv with each 
other, though scattered over a' larger area 
of country. The causes of the difficulty 
are easy of location. Insufficient food sup­ 
plies, religions delusion and an innate dis­ 
position of the savage to go to war, must 
be held responsible.’’ 
‘‘Are campaign preparations on the part 
of the Government complete?” was asked. 
“Not 
quite,” 
replied 
the 
General.' 
“ Everything will be ready in a few days, 
though. The troops and supplies en route 
will be available very speedily. Ail that is 
possible is being done to encdurage the 
loyal and reduce the num ber and influence 
of the hostile, and in this way an outbreak 
m ay be avoided.” 
General lliles referred to the great neces­ 
sity which existed for more cavalry. 
“Although, 
he said, “ we have about 
2,000 mounted men, and we have plenty of 
infantry, yet you cannot catch mounted 
Indians with white foot soldiers.” 
“Is it not a novel proceeding for Indians 
io go on the warpath at the beginning of 
w inter?” queried the reporter. 
“ Yes. in some respects it is,” replied the 
General. “Their argument is good, though. 
They are better armed now than ever, and 
their supply of horses all that could be de­ 
sired. Every buck has a W inchester rifle 
and knows how to use it. They can live 
on cattle and the numerous horse ranches 
will furnish them with fresh stock when 
cold and starvation ruin their mounts. 
These hostiles have been 
starved into 
fighting, and they will prefer to die fight­ 
ing rather than starve peaceably. I hope 
the problem may be solved without blood­ 
shed, but such a happy ending to the 
trouble seems improbable"” 


TROOPS MOVING. 
Omaha, December 2d.—Advices 
from 
Pine Ridge Agency report that the cam­ 
paign against the Indians will probably 
open in earnest to-day. The troops are ex­ 
pected to advance to the bad lands at once, 
and provision is made for along campaign. 
The Government has advertised for forage 
and transportation. Indian scouts report 
more depredations and excitement runs 
very high. The arm y officers at Pine 
Ridge predict that the expedition will be as 
rough and as im portant as any in Indian 
history. 
D enver, December 2d.—A telegram to 
the Associated Press from Fort Wingate 
via Cooledge, N. M„ says: "A dispatch has 
been received by General Carr from the 
\\ ar Departm ent directing the Sixth Cav­ 
alry to proceed with the least practicable 
delay to Fort Meade, S. D., and prepara­ 
tions for the start were commenced at 
once and continued throughout the night. 
The regiment has had fifteen years’ experi­ 
ence in Arizona and New Mexico against 
the Indians. 
L eavenworth, 
December 2d. — Four 
troops of cavalry left this morning for 
Fort Meade. 
D enver, December 2d.—The entire com­ 
m and at Fort Logan leaves to-morrow 
m orning for the scene of the Indian dis­ 
turbances in Dakota. 
Chicago, December 2d.—At Army head­ 
quarters this morning orders were given 
all the employes to remain at their desks 
unless special leave was granted. 
Im ­ 
portant telegrams have come from the In ­ 
dian country, but General Williams re­ 
fused to divulge their contents until Gen­ 
eral Miles’ arrival from W ashington. The 
situation is regarded as critical. General 
Brooke telegraphs that a num ber of Rose­ 
bud Indians, with some from the Pine 
Ridge Agency and some from the Lower 
Brule and Standing Rock Agencies, to the 
num ber of 300, have gathered on W hite 
river above its mouth, under the leader­ 
ship of W ounded Knee, and are very de­ 
fiant. 
the craze still spreading. 
Guthrie (Oklahoma), December”!.—The 
Messiah craze is fully on in the Indian Terri­ 
tory. 
The Cheyenne, Arapahoe, Osage, 
Missouri and Seminole tribes are the most 
unruly. The Kickapoo tribe, always un­ 
easy and superstitious, is dancing. A num ­ 
ber passed through here yesterday on their 
way to Red Rock, the Cherokee Strip, to 
consult with the Missouris, the Poncas and 
Osages. Word was received from Ponca, 
a Cherokee Strip depot, that the agent, sec­ 
tion hands and inhabitants were compelled 
to leave on account of the menacing atti­ 
tude of the Indians. The dispatch inquired 
if troops could be sent, as the Indians are 
alm ost crazy from dancing. 


miles' theory disputed. 
W ashington, December 2d.—Acting In ­ 
dian Commissioner Belt to-day received a 
letter from Special Census Agent Lea, at 
Pine Ridge Agency, saying there is no 
suffering there among the Indians for want 
of food. 
He asserts the present troubles 
are not due to hunger. 


EFFECT o r TH E COLD WEATHER. 
P ierre, December 2d.—Letters were re­ 
ceived to-day from the commandants at 
Fort Sully and Fort Bennett stating that 
the Indian frontier, so far as that section of 
the country, is concerned is perfectly safe. 
An officer, just returned from a personal 
visit to H um p's and Big Foot’s camps-on 
Cherry Creek, states that the cold weather 
and snow have driven the Indians in from 
their ghost dances. 
They advise all settlers to proenre rifles 
and plenty of am m unition this winter, be­ 
cause of the danger of an outbreak in the 
spring. 
INCREASING THE RATIONS. 
Standing Rock Agency, December 2d.— 
Orders have been issued to Major Mc­ 
Laughlin to increase the rations from 
eight to ten per cent. Reports from Sitting 
B ull's camp report decided decrease in the 
dances. 
COMFORTING REPORTS. 
K ansas City, December 21.—Lieutenant 
McComb, in command of the Sioux at Fort 
Reno, was in the city this morning. He 
stated that the Cheyennes and Arapahoes 
had had several dances of late, but they 
had no hostile significance whatever. 
Jacob Cadmire, Receiver of the Land 
Office at Kingfisher, telegraphs that there 
is no excitement, and that those who have 
been participating in the dances returned 
home. 
Special dispatches from Guthrie say there 
is no danger of an outbreak among the In ­ 
dians in the Territory. 


BUFFALO BILL'S OPINION. 
New Y ork, December 2d.—The Herald 
has a dispatch from W. F. Cody, “Buffalo 
Bill,” at Mandan, Dak., which says: “Have 
just arrived from the Sitting B ulfand Chief 
Gall country. 
W hen I left yesterday they 
were still dancing, the men, women and 
children. They said they were going to 
dance all winter or die, and if they did die 
it would be good medicine, as they would 
come to life in the spring and would not 
be cold and hungry this winter. In this

art of North Dakota Sitting Bull is a great 
istnrber and prophet. The situation is 
most critical. If it were spring there would 
be war, and as the Indians are so well 
armed and mounted m any a home would 
lay low and m any thousand of innocent 
lives be lost. Troops are arriving and 
getting in position, thus giving the unpro­ 
tected settlers more confidence. If General 
Miles cannot handle the question no other 
man need try. The Indians are waiting 
— 
for the coming of the Messiah. The winter 
has set in, and if the Messiah does not get 
a move on himself the snow will blow 
through hi9 whiskers so rapidly that he 
will forget to materialize.” 
B ismarck, December 2d.—Owing to the 
delay of trains Buffalo Bill did not start for 
the East till noon to-day.

FARM ERS' A LLIAN CE. 


A n n u al A d d ress o f P resid en t P olk at th e 
Oc&la M eeting. 
O c a la (Fla.), December 2d.—The Na­ 
tional Farm ers’ Alliance and Industrial 
Union m et at noon. President Polk de­ 
livered the annual address, which congrat­ 
ulated the Alliance on the achievements 
since last meeting, reviewed the causes of 
agricultural depression, and declared this 
depression was an anomaly to the student 
of industrial progress. 
“ Retrogression íd American agriculture,” 
he said, “ means national decay, and prem ­ 
ising as is this young giant republic, yet its 
power and glory do not relieve the degra­ 
dation of the American farmer.” 
The harm incident to tlie centralization 
of money power and the up-building of 
monopolies was then pointed out, and 
both political parties condemned for forc­ 
ing and encouraging this condition. The 
President urged that additional organizers 
be sent at once into Oregon, W ashington, 
Ohio, New York, New Jersey and other 
States and Arizona Territory. Among the 
recommendations was one that an organi- 
zaticn be formed to be known as the Na­ 
tional Legislature, composed of a National 
President and Presidents of all the State 
Alliances, to look closely after the legisla­ 
tive reform demanded by the Alliance both 
in the State Legislature and in Congress. 
In hi3 remarks upon the proposed national 
legislative council, President Polk said an 
organization of this kind would wield a 
power which would enforce the respect of 
any legislative body to which it might ap­ 
peal. Touching upon the political acJion 
of the Alliance. President Polk 
sa id : 
“ W hile our organization is nolitical, it can 
not be partisan or sectional in its action. 
In support of this declaration we proudly 
point to our whole past record and to the 
recent popularelection.” Outlining the fu­ 
ture financial policy of the Alliance, Polk 
said it would demand the restoration of 
silver to rights and equities of legal tender 
which gold possesses; the issue oí Govern­ 
ment currency direct to the people; the 
equalization of taxes; prohibition cf alien 
ownership of land ; ownership and control 
of transportation lines by the G overnm ent; 
lim it of public revenues to an economic 
administration of the Government; grad­ 
uated taxation of incomes, and the elec­ 
tion of United States Senators by a direct 
vote of the people. 
President Foulks of the South Dakota 
Alliance made a short address, speaking 
forcibly upon the breaking down of sec­ 
tional lines. 
An old Union soldier from 
Indiana 
moved that all ex soldiers in the hall who 
indorsed those sentiments rise. 
Forty or fifty stood up amid the wildest 
enthusiasm. 
Then 
an 
ex-soldier from Wisconsin 
called upon all Union men to give three 
cheers for the old Confederates in the Alli­ 
ance. They were given with a will, after 
which the Confederates returned the com­ 
pliment in a manner that left no doubt as 
to the genuineness of their feeling. 
The Alliance opened the first business 
session to-night, and from now on all ses­ 
sions will be secret. The annual meeting 
of the National Colored Farm ers’ Alliance 
will be held to morrow. The organization 
embraces twenty-two States and has a 
membership of over a million. One of its 
chief objects is to divide the negroes politi­ 
cally, which, of course, means the taking 
of large numbers of them into the voting 
ranks of the Democratic party.
